The tedio u s an d p ain stak in g 
p ro cess was the resu lt o f Si­ 
rica’s fears that two y ears o f 
n ews co v erage o f the Water­ 
gate scan dals may hav e p er­ 
su aded man y p ersp ectiv e ju ­ 
ro rs that the defen dan ts were 
gu ilty befo re the trial began . 
Later, six altern ate ju ro rs, 
all black q o men , were selected. 
Sirica admo n ished the ju ro rs 
an d altern ates to fo rget ev ery ­ 
thin g they k n o w abo u t the case 
an d assu me the defen dan ts in ­ 
n o cen t u n less they decide o ther­ 
wise, based so lely o n the ev i­ 
den ce heard in the trial. 
The ju ro rs an d altern ates 
were to be tak en ho me to mak e 
p erso n al p rep aratio n s fo r the 
trial, which is ex p ected to last 
three o r fo u r mo n ths. The ju ­

else o u tside the p resen ce o f 
U.S. marshals. 
Co mp letio n o f the len gthy 
ju ry selectio n p ro cess clears 
the way fo r Watergate p ro se­ 
cu to rs to lay o u t their case 
again st the defen se begin n in g 
Mo n day .

He remin ded the 85 p erso n s atten din g the 
affair, the Presiden t recalled, o f the 25 y ears 
he had sp en t as a co n gressman , the federal 
bu dget was balan ced o n ly three o r fo u r y ears.

His message to Lee Co u n ty Rep u blican s 
was the same thin g will hap p en to state go v ­ 
ern men t bu dgets sho u ld the GOP lo se the 
p ap er-thin margin o f o n e sen ato r. 
The p resen t lin eu p in the State Sen ate is 30 
Rep u blican s an d 29 Demo crats. 
The sen ato r, who is an in du strialist an d 
who has been in the Gen eral Assembly sin ce 
1964 , asserted “We, in o u r p riv ate liv es, mu st 
match ex p en ses with in co me, o r face disaster 
if we do n ’t.” 
He ex claimed the men o f the Demo crati­ 
cally co n tro lled Co n gress fo r the p ast two 
decades an d a half “hav e been u n able to 
achiev e what ho u sewiv es hav e do n e by bal­ 
an cin g their family ’s bu dgets, becau se they 
can ’t be that fiscally resp o n sible.”

Vo ters in the Dix o n Ru ral Fire Pro tectio n District will 
be ask ed to ap p ro v e a 25 -cen t hik e in real estate tax es fo r 
emergen cy ambu lan ce serv ice an d o ther items. 
The Ru ral Fire Bo ard gav e their u n an imo u s ap p ro v al 
to ho ld the electio n in co n ju n ctio n with the No v . 5 gen eral 
electio n s. If ap p ro v ed, the n ew rate wo u ld gen erate an es­ 
timated $125,000 in in creased rev en u es. 
The cu rren t rate fo r the district is 30 cen ts p er $100 as­ 
sessed v alu atio n . 
TTie district was sp lit in to three p recin cts fo r v o tin g 
p u rp o ses, with p o llin g p laces set u p at Gran d Deto u r, Dix ­ 
o n Ru ral an d Nachu sa Fire statio n s. 
Altho u gh the rev en u es were earmark ed fo r ambu ­ 
lan ce serv ice, acco rdin g to Geo rge Nicho ls, legal adv iser 
to the bo ard, the mo n ies may also be held in reserv e, p o s­ 
sibly to be u sed fo r co n stru ctio n o f a n ew fire statio n o r ad­ 
ditio n al eq u ip men t. 
Ap p ro v al o f the reso lu tio n callin g fo r a referen du m 
bro u ght fo rth a len gthy discu ssio n o n a n ew lo catio n fo r a 
fire statio n . Geo rge Beier, bo ard member, said he fav o red 
a so u thside lo catio n . 
In discu ssin g the matter with May o r Warren Walder, 
Beier said he was assu red by the may o r that bo th districts 
co u ld wo rk to gether o n the v en tu re, p o ssibly to co n stru ct 
two similar stru ctu res o n each en d o f the city to sav e o n 
architectu ral fees. Beier added that he an d the may o r dis­ 
cu ssed city -o wn ed p ro p erty in the area o f the Airp o rt In ­ 
du strial Park as a p o ssible site.

That agreemen t p ro v ides the 
district with a $4 0,000 tan k er at a $1 p er y ear co st in ex ­ 
chan ge fo r ambu lan ce serv ice an d fire p ro tectio n o n the 
East-West To llway within the geo grap hic bo u n daries o f 
the district. 
A jo in t o p eratio n s agreemen t between Dix o n Ru ral 
an d the Dix o n City Fire Dep artmen ts was p assed by the 
bo ard fo r mu tu al ambu lan ce serv ice an d fire p ro tectio n .

The p ro p o sed bu dget fo r n ex t y ear fo r the Lee Co u n ty 
Nu rsin g Ho me (LCNH), after bein g wo rk ed o v er by the 
co mmittee o n Mo n day , p ro jects in co me at the 92-bed 
facility to be $534 ,567 ; salaries at $4 97 ,000 an d fo o d co sts to 
amo u n t to $60,000. 
The p ro jected in co me fo r LCNH is almo st $200,000 less 
than fo r Orchard Glen , salaries are mo re than $100,000 
greater than fo r the p riv ate facility , an d fo o d co sts are 
co mp arable.

Bigger government is not better 
government. It needs strong leader­ 
ship to reduce higher taxes, which 
means 
leadership 
that 
w ill 
cut 
spending by the government and re­ 
duce inflation. 
From 1948 to 1972 (24 years) the 
United States dollar lost 43 per cent 
in value. It could buy only 57 per cent 
of what your money purchased in 
1948. But the inflation caused by 
your President, senators and repre­ 
sentatives spending more money 
than they took in has devaluated 
your earnings and savings a great 
deal more. 
Politicians in every government 
in the world have been swindling 
their own people in the same way the 
Am erican government has. If this is 
not stopped by the voters refusing to 
vote for any legislator who has voted 
in Congress less than 75 per cent 
conservative in the past eight years, 
then your inflation will grow larger 
until there is a complete collapse of 
finance and government. 
Politicians 
claim 
that 
higher 
prices and unemployment are the 
cause of inflation. They say it is so 
complicated it will take a long while 
to correct. They are prevaricators, 
they want to continue inflation so 
they can fool the citizens into voting 
for them to stay in an office that fur­ 


nishes them large sums of money 
while they are stealing yours. The 
ultim ate end is a complete smash- 
up. Nearly full employment can be 
brought about by free market be­ 
tween prices and wages when the 
government annuls the laws that in­ 
terfere in the market and promote 
the power of union bosses. 
Franklin Roosevelt stole your 
gold in 1933 in order to create infla­ 
tion. Richard Nixon took some more 
in 1971 in a milder reduction. The 
U.S. Senate passed a law in 1972 al­ 
lowing citizens to own gold, but the 
House 
of 
Representatives 
voted 
against 
it. 
Your 
representative, 
John B. Anderson, voted no, which 
caused a tie vote and killed the bill, 
in order to continue inflation. 
It would be very easy for your 
government to curb inflation by 
passing a law allowing citizens to 
own gold, to buy and sell with gold 
and to make contracts in gold. Con­ 
tracts could provide that at due date 
payment could be made in paper 
dollars in terms of market price for 
gold on date of settlement. 
This would be a big step toward 
freedom. 
Rep. Philip Crane has given the 
United States this opportunity by the 
end of 1974.

Ame ric a s be s t frie nd 
in Philippine Is la nds

In a private talk with Foreign 
M inister Carlos P . Romulo, who is 
also the Philippines’ representative 
to the United Nations, you discover 
how private a man has been in spite 
of his public visibility. And such a 
talk is as rewarding as it is enjoya­ 
ble. 
Romulo, short, heavy and 73— 
possibly the youngest 73 you ever 
saw—has the manners of a prince 
and the mind of a chess player. He 
also has that rare combination; a 
logical brain which can be switched 
suddenly to an almost totally intui­ 
tive approach. 
When President Ford addressed 
the U N. and saw Romulo at the del­ 
egates’ reception, he called him 
“ A m erica’s best friend in the Ph ilip ­ 
pines.” Our President’s tribute was 
justified. To the Philippines,.in turn, 
Romulo is a lighthouse on a rock. 
He is not only a world-famous 
statesman, scholar, author, world 
traveler. He is a perceiving, good- 
natured person (a delightful sense of 
humor) with compassion for the un­ 
fortunate of this world. Romulo is 
committed to the human problems 
of our times. 
The foreign minister pointed out 
to me that the Philippines, a vast ar­ 
chipelago with 7,000 islands, discov­ 
ered by Portuguese explorer Ferd i­ 
nand Magellan in 1521, named for 
Spain’s King Philip II and fought 
over su ccessively by Po rtu g al, 
Spain, Britain, Holland and the Chi­ 
nese, had been a Spanish colony for 
more than 300 years. The Spaniards 
form ally established M anila in June, 
1572 
It is the only Catholic country (83 
per cent) in Asia. The 32 m illion 
Catholics account for about two- 
thirds of A sia’s total. 
The United States emerged as a 
Pacific power on M ay 1, 1898, with 
Commodore George Dewey’s bril­ 
liant victory at the Battle of Manila 
Bay. 
Thereafter 
we 
sent 
75,000 
troops into action in the Philippines, 
four times as many as saw action in 
Cuba. 
On Dec. 10, 1898, the Treaty of 
P aris transferred sovereignty of the 
Philippines to the United States, 
with our payment of $20 million to 
follow upon the treaty’s ratification. 
When the Senate voted on Feb. 6, 
1899, the treaty won by 57 to 27, only 
one vote over the required m argin. 
Say 300 pound Ju d g e W illiam 
Howard Taft cooperated in estab­ 
lishing the Malos Constitution which 
im rm Siately proclamed the Philip ­ 


pines a future republic on Jan . 23, 
1899. 
Romulo is not bitter about the 
failure of democracy in his country, 
only saddened. 
‘i t is our heritage from the great 
United States,” he told me. But the 
foreign m inister emphasized that 
chaos has ruled. 
‘‘Politicians would not concede 
defeat in an election, as they do in 
the United States. They simply har­ 
ass any elected government while it 
is likewise attacked from the out­ 
side.” 
The outside attacks, backed both 
by the Soviet and Red China, began 
under Indonesian President Sukar­ 
no’s rule. 
M alaysia, 
its defense 
guaranteed by Britain, Australia 
and the United States, is the last free 
consolidation formed out of the B rit­ 
ish Em pire in Southeast Asia; M al­ 
aya, Singapore, Sarawak and Sabah, 
a nearly autonomous state in Bor­ 
neo. 
Sukarno swore death to new-born 
M alaysia and to the Philippines. 
The external attacks and internal 
pressures expanded and Romulo ex­ 
plains that this is why President 
Ferdinand E . Marcos finally de­ 
clared m artial law on Sept. 23,1972. 
The Philippine forces, totaling 
less 
than 
35,000, 
are 
scattered 
through 67 provinces. And Romulo 
told me that his country is still con­ 
ducting intense operations against 
Moslem guerrillas or the Commu­ 
nist New People’s Arm y in southern 
Mindanao, Lanao del Sur and North 
Cotabato provinces, Sam ar Island 
and elsewhere. He said they are 
largely trained, equipped and fi­ 
nanced in Sabah and the forces are 
frewuently combined. 
The United States has in the Ph il­ 
ippines our immense Clark Field Air 
Force Base and Subic Bay Naval 
Base—a $2 billion U.S. investment. 
We maintain on them about 20,000 
Americans. 
Originally, we leased these bas­ 
es—without rent—to the year 2046. 
This was for 99 years and was a part 
of our 1947 m ilitary assistance pro­ 
gram , 
the 
first 
anywhere after 
World W ar II. But in September 1966 
President 
Marcos 
negotiated 
in 
Washington a pact reducing the 
leases to 25 years. Within 16 years, 
at most, the United States loses both 
bases. 
Romulo worries profoundly over 
the future of his country and of the 
United States. But in private, as in 
public, he does not retreat into pessi­ 
mism or leap into panic. 


As the saying has it, “ You’ve 
come a long way, baby.” Ju st how 
far women have come, and where 
they are going is suggested by the 
findings of the Third Virginia Slim s 
Am erican Women’s Opinion Poll. 
In this year’s poll, conducted by 
the Roper organization, 3,000 women 
(and also 1,000 men) aged 18 on up 
were asked their views on m arriage, 
divorce, child rearing, male and fe­ 
male roles and the changing values 
and morals of society. Some of the 
findings; 
Women are leaning toward bona- 
fide partnerships in m arriage where 
husband and wife share the respon­ 
sibilities of household and fam ily. 
Over 50 per cent favor combining 
m arriage, children AND careers. 
But m arriage in either the old or 
new style remains the preferred way 
of life for more than nine out of ten 
women and men. Given a choice, on­ 
ly a handful of women (two per cent) 
would pursue a career rather than 
m arriage and having children. 
Divorce as a solution to a bad 
m arriage is favored by three out of 
five women. Furtherm ore, a m ajori­ 
ty oppose alimony when the woman 
can earn a reasonable income. 
Nearly half of women today think 
having two children is ideal, com­ 
pared to only one in four who thought 
so in 1952 and 1941. Most cite the high 
cost of living and overpopulation as 
the reasons. 
Women are still trying to come to 
grips with the so-called new sexual 
freedom prevalent among unmar- 
rieds in society today. About two out 
of five see it as a change for the 
worse and nearly an equal number 
express mixed feelings. 
For the first time, a clear m ajori­ 
ty of Am erican women—57 per 
cent—say they are in favor of efforts 
to strengthen women’s position in 
society. Yet men continue to show 
greater enthusiasm for this goal than 
women themselves; 63 per cent of 
the men interviewed were for im ­ 
proving women’s status.

Methods of comparing tax bur­ 
dens between states is analyzed in 
the current issue of the Review by 
economics Prof. Richard F . Frym an 
of Southern Illinois University at 
Carbondale. The Review is pub­ 
lished by the Bureau of Econom ic 
and Business Research in the Uni­ 
versity of Illinois at Urbana-Cham- 
paign 
“ For any taxpayer to believe—on 
the basis of a comparison between 
states of state-local taxes as a per­ 
centage of personal income—that 
his particular tax burden would be 
heavier in one state than in others 
would be an extrem ely dangerous 


conclusion,” Frym an said. 
“ Differences in local tax burdens 
within a given state may vary signif­ 
icantly,” he said. “ For example, it is 
estimated that the effective proper­ 
ty tax rate in 1971 was about 4.43 per 
cent of market value in Markham , 
111., and about 1.97 per cent in Shel- 
byville.” 
Also, Frym an said, the types of 
taxes levied and their specific provi­ 
sions affect taxpayers differently, 
depending on their incomes and oth­ 
er characteristics. 
A second approach to comparing 
tax burdens between states is to con­ 
struct financial statements of “ typi­ 
cal” taxpayers. The tax liabilities of 
the firm s or individuals are then 
computed as they would be in the 
various locations to be compared. 
Frym an cites a number of pitfalls 
to this approach.

Re c idiv is t proble m link e d 
to inc re a s e in c rime

W ASHIN GTO N (N E A )— Being 
front line troops in the war against 
crim e, so to speak, it is only natural 
that police argue the subject with as 
much emotion as reason. Unfortu­ 
nately, the emotion often does more 
to cloud than to clarify the issues. 
Such is the case, again, as the 
F B I launches another effort to con­ 
vince the public that rising crim e is 
prim arily the fault of a lenient, lazy, 
corner-cutting, bureaucratic or in­ 
ept court system. 
Speaking before the International 
Association of Chiefs of Police re­ 
cently, F B I Director Clarence K el­ 
ley guessed that two-thirds of all se­ 
rious crim e is committed by crim i­ 
nal repeaters. He said indignantly 
that “ this recidivist problem is ag­ 
gravated by the wholesale use of 
concurrent sentences and unreason­ 
able plea barganing.” His im plica­ 
tion, clearly, was that if the courts 
would get tough then the thugs would 
get theirs—and, la-la, the Am erican 
good fellows would again be able to 
walk the streets safely after dark. 
There w ill be no refutation here 
of one part of K elley’s theme. His 
view of the court system as bungled 
is well documented. But we cannot 
agree that the courts’ flawed partic­ 
ipation in the crim inal justice sys­ 
tem is much more than a portion of 
the problem. 
Actually, the courts deal only 
with a sm all percentage of Am eri­ 
ca’s crooks, because indignant cops 
like Kelley only nab a sm all percent­ 
age, and so herein is the real dilem ­ 
ma : the fundamental reason for ris­ 
ing crim e is that the risk of appre­ 
hension is low. Contrary to police 
propaganda, crim e does pay. Statis­ 
tically, it pays handsomely. 
K elley’s own F B I statistics, pub­ 
lished in the Uniform Crim e Re­ 
ports, indicate that only 21 per cent 
of 
known 
serious 
crim es 
were 
cleared by arrest last year. This 
means police collared perpetrators 
in m erely two of every 10 of the 
8,538,400 reported serious crimes. 
W hat’s more, the F B I statistics ac­ 
tually give police more credit than 
they’re due. Since there are proba­ 
bly twice as many crim es commit­ 
ted in the nation as reported to the 


Bureau, the number of them cleared 
is therefore considerably less than 
known statistics presume. 
The conclusion then is sobering. 
The crim inal rate of success is sta­ 
tis tic a lly staggering. 
A thug’s 
chance of committing any given 
crim e with impunity is now at least 
80 per cent. Few legitim ate enter­ 
prises can boast the same assur­ 
ance. Police do arrest nine million 
people a year (for all crim es exclud­ 
ing traffic offenses) but at least that 
many and perhaps several times 
that many go free. Moreover, the 
crim inal success rate seems to be 
rising. The clearance rate for known 
crim es was down one per cent last 
year. 
Even 
as 
regards 
violent 
crim es where police investigation is 
most 
intense, 
fewer 
and 
fewer 
crim es are being closed by appre­ 
hension. 
Thus the implication here is a r­ 
resting in itself. Cops who are blam ­ 
ing others for rising crim e are, to a 
degree, guilty of it themselves. 
The scope of this degree, per­ 
haps, would be a more profitable 
subject for a Clarence Kelley ad­ 
dress than endlessly repeated de­ 
nunciations of the court system. K el­ 
ley is quick to boast that “ never be­ 
fore has law enforcement been more 
capable, energetic, and responsive 
to its duties.” Why then can’t it solve 
more than two of ten known crim es? 
Why are more crooks free than do­ 
ing penance? The courts can’t be 
blamed for mishandling suspects 
they don’t see. 
It is true, certainly, that police 
are m erely human. A force of Sher- 
locks could not fully cope with the 
extent of U.S. crim e. For one thing, 
the nation has some 15 million laws 
on its books, many of them illogical, 
and so cops spend as much time 
chasing 
harm less 
whores 
and 
drunks as they do tracking society’s 
genuine culprits. 
Yet evasion of the truth helps 
nothing. Neither does sim plistic, 
emotional finger-pointing. The fact 
is there is no magic solution to crim e 
and neither the finest court system 
nor police force can make it disap­ 
pear. A kid in school, a woman well 
fed, a man with a future—these peo­ 
ple, and only they, can halt the crim ­ 
inal trend.

Here the specialists let down 
their hair on that waste and ineffi­ 
ciency in business, ag ricu ltu re , 
medicine and government which fig­ 
ure so heavily in the inflation plagu­ 
ing us today. 


Take, for example, the medical- 
health service industry at $100 bil­ 
lion a year. 
One Health, Education and W el­ 
fare participant said bluntly: 
“ I 
would be very hesitant to indicate 
this too publicly—but we could prob­ 
ably cut a billion dollars out of the 
federal health budget and it wouldn’t 
have an appreciable im pact on the 
health and well being of the Am eri­ 
can people. There is a tremendous 
amount of fluff in the health sys­ 
tem. . 


The other comments were equal­ 
ly frank—and bitter: 
We spend too much of our medi­ 
cal talent and our funds on keeping 
patients alive and functioning and 
too little on developing ways to cure 
them. 
Many of the people employed in 
the health care industry are doing 
useless or unnecessary things. We 
need to examine the conventional 
wisdom which calls for periodic 
health examinations, 
m ultiphasic 
screening, numerous X rays and; 
other highly inflationary and costly; 
exercises.

Our human m edical resources- 
are wasted by specialization unre-i 
lated to the needs of the population.: 
We have, for example, more neuro-> 
surgeons in Manhattan than in the: . 
United Kingdom “ and there’s no ev-: 
idence that it makes much d iffe r­ 
ence.” 
We spend huge sums on research 
and on m edical care which affect on­ 
ly lim ited numbers of people, at the 
cost of research and care on afflic­ 
tions which affect m illions. More ef­ 
fort needs to be diverted to disabling 
diseases and those which shorten 
our usable lives. 
Our well-meaning regulations on 
medical quality, licensing and ac­ 
creditation have served to discour­ 
age the use of high technology that 
could really make a difference and 
encourages the use of much less ef­ 
fective medium technology. 
Much new technology ready to go 
on line today is not being produced 
because of a lack of investment cap­ 
ital. 
Areas 
of 
widespread 
savings 
could be developed with sim ple re­ 
search. As one example, the average 
cataract patient now stays in the 
hospital 7 to 10 days after surgery, 
whereas one day may well be suffi­ 
cient. 
In the several months after price 
controls went off, physician fees in­ 
creased at an annual rate of some­ 
thing like 20 to 23 per cent. 
It is clear most of these com­ 
plaints can be remedied if we are de­ 
termined to clean up this mess so 
costly in dollars and human m isery. 
There’s little evidence, however, 
that the government, the m edical 
profession or we the people w ill do 
more than grumble.

Troy Donahue bock in town

HOLLW O O D - (N EA ) - 
He was one of the phenonneiia of 
the early '60s. He had the girb 
swooning, or whatever they did 
then, and his was a househdd 
name. 
But it didn't last and he 
drifted away fnMn Hollywood. 
Today, at 36 (or maybe 38, 
depending on what biography 
you read), TToy Donahue is 
back in town. 
“ My dream ," he says, “ is to 
become what 1 was becoming." 
He looks like he has the raw 
material to make it, now. The 
boyish good looks are still 
there, with a dollop of added 
maturity that p e^p s only 
intensifies his a f^a l. 
There 
is 
a 
look 
of 
sophistication in his ey^, too, 
that wasn't there b^c«^ 
It 
speaks of a life that has been 
led, of sorrows, 
ordeals. And, 
moreover, Troy Donahue has a 
few years of acting experience 
behind him now. 
It’s sort of a comeback, al­ 
though he ne\’er was really 
away from acting. 
In the late '60s, his contract 
\fcith Warner Bros, behind him, 
he was broke, in debt, skk and 
discouraged. He and his third 
wife (Alma Sharpe) went to 
Nexi York. He did some acting, 
but really was groviing up. 
He did a few plays and 
enough TV and radio com­ 
mercials to suppoH himself. He 
grew a beard, whidi made him 
impossible to recognize. He got 
nterested in politics. 
He was away from Holly­ 
wood, land of his triumphs, for 
four bitter years. And then, one 
day, he got a call from Francis 
Foixl Coppda. 
They weren’t exactly old 
friends. C<»pola, the man who 
directed "The Godfather," had 
g o n e to New York M ilitary 
Academy two years after 
Donahue — then Merle Johnson 
— had entered. 
Donahue was the big football 
hero on campus. With his 
natural good looks, he was the 
envy of all the others. He en­ 
joyed m ilitary academy life. 
" I spent all my time getting 
in trouble," he says. “ I tried to 
jump six feet and run the ball 
the length of the field without 
getting tackled. I was also the 
dumbest guy in the school" 
Donahue was in the class of 
'54. Coppcda, in the class of '56, 


was there on a music scholar­ 
ship. plaving his tuba in the 
NYMA band. 
‘‘We knew each other," 
Donahue says, "but that’s all. I 
think I threw some stones in his 
tuba, but everybody throws 
stones into tubas in high 
school." 
And then, some 20 years 
later, Coppola, the hugely 
successful direct^’, calls his old 
schoolmate, Donahue, the 
discouraged actor. Coppola 
offered Donahue a major role in 
“ Godfather H,” the sequel to 
the big hit. 
Donahue grabbed the part. 
It’s a big one, a sympathetic 
one, and he thinks it will get 
him back on the right track 
again. Until it comes out, 
however, he’s finding it tough. 
“ Why can’t I get a job on the 
TV shows?" he asks, but there 
IS no answer. 
He should. No reason why be 
doesn’t. But it takes time to 
ccwne back frcMn obscurity, 
once you’ve had it all. 
Donahue was one of those 
who had ev«>thing. Maybe too 
much. He remembers being in 
New York, mobbed as uaial, 
and the publicity people from 
Warners sneaking him down an 
alley. He was spotted and the 
girls chased him and the 
publicity men slammed an 
iron gate, and caught some­ 


body’s hand in the gate. He 
remembers seeing a finger cut 
off. 
He did it all for Warners, 
while he was under contract. 
Movies and television. Films 
like "P a rris h " and‘‘Susan 
Slade" and TV series like 
“ Surfside Six” and “ Hawaiian 
Eye." It didn’t pay too well, but 
it made him famous. 
The night the ^ I ’s finger 
was caught in the iron gate he 
called his mother and asked 
what was happening to him. He 
couldn’t imderstand it all. His 
mother didn’t have much ad­ 
vice for him. 
He had always been an in­ 
dependent boy. They had raised 
him that way. 
It was a good life, early on. 
His father was successful, a 
vice-president of public rela­ 
tions for G en ial Motors who 
had dabbled early in the 
theater. Troy remembers sit­ 
ting on (Jertrude Lawrence’s 
lap — she was a friend of the 
family — as she read reviews 
for "The King and I." He thinks 
that may have sparked his 
interest in acting. 
The big tragedy in his life was 
the death of his father. Hie boy 
was 14. He was left in a house 
full of females — his mother, 
grandmother, sister — and he 
didn’t like it. He left at 16.

An employes group in K a­ 
rachi has even offered to return 
all the overtime pay received 
last month. Some international 
crewmen have offered 10 per 
cent of their salaries as loans. 
Pan Am has about 32,500 
workers worldwide. About 3,400 
are in Miam i. 


The fall conference of Dis­ 
trict 9 of the Illinois Health Im ­ 
provement Association (H IA ) 
was held at Ramada Inn, in 
Rock Falls, recently.

“ While the blood bank indus­ 
try, hospitals and Red Cross 
are doing a creditable job, 
there occasionally is a serious 
shortage of blood and blood 
derivatives at certain times, 
Butte explained. 
“ Now 
and 
again,” he said, “ some unusual 
catastrophe or the need for a 
rare type of blood for a particu­ 
lar patient also arises. When 
big catastrophes or accidents 
involving a number of people do 
occur, they may cause difficult 
problems from Maine to C ali­ 
fornia as well as in Illinois, in­ 
cluding the recent Decatur ca­ 
tastrophe.” 
Following business reports in 
the morning and a noon lunch­ 
eon, J. Allan Roney, executive 
director of the Illinois H IA, 
hosted the afternoon meeting, 
at which a Red Cross movie 
was shown—“ Blood Is Life . . 
Pass It On . . . Pass It On.”

MOSCOW (A P ) — The Soviet 
Union is on the threshold of the 
automobile 
age 
and 
seems 
ready to fulfill the dreams of 
millions of its citizens — to 
have a car. 
It’s going to be a long time 
before everybody in this vast 
land of 235 million people who 
wants a car can have one, but 
“ avtom obilizatsiya” or auto 
mobilization is on the way. 
Nearly 700,000 cars will be 
sold to private owners this 
year, and there is talk of one 
million cars a year in the near 
future. 
Those are puny figures com 
pared to the 
United States, 
where 895.000 cars were sold to 
Americans way back in 1915. 
Yet only four years ago. in 
1970, just 125,000 cars were sold 
to private owners in the Soviet 
Union. 
There are onlv about 2.5 m il­ 
lion private cars in the Soviet 
Union, compared to some 94 
million in the United States and 
16.4 million in West Germany. 
Even with that low number 
there are obvious signs of the 
tiny auto explosion: 
—A foreigner who could drive 
to Leningrad two years ago at 
a prudent 60 miles per hour 
and never look back is now 
frequently passed by Russians 
whizzing along in new Zhigulis 
— the Soviet version of the Ita l­ 
ian compact Fiat 124. 
—On a summer weekend the 
two-lane road south to Kharkov 
is clogged with drivers, many 
with camping equipment lashed 
to luggage racks. 
—One can no longer count on 
finding a parking space directly 
in front of the Bolshoi Theater 
10 minutes before the curtain 
goes up. 


—A foreigner driving a Zhi- 
guli is taunted by a prideful 
Russian: “ Hey, that’s one of 
our cars. Where is your Ford*’ ’ 
—Tiny racing stripes, cur­ 
tained rear windows, stuffed 
animals and pillows, and Fiat 
mudguards are appearing as 
“ customizing” touches to Soviet 
cars. And the ultimate in mach­ 
ismo is to paint a number on 
the front doors and place a pair 
of plastic racing helmets on the 
rear window ledge. 
Why shouldn’t Ivan Ivanovich 
get the same feeling as Krem ­ 
lin leader Leonid I. Brezhnev, 
who once told a foreign journal­ 
ist: 
“ When 
I ’m behind 
the 
wheel I can relax. When it’s I 
who dnves, I have the impres­ 
sion nothing can happen to 
me.” 
The urge to mobility, con­ 
venience, to master one’s own 
fate, escape the herd — all 
have fueled a Soviet love affair 
with the auto. A Soviet news­ 
paper reported a m ajority of 
car owners said they needed a 
car “ to get away from it all.” 
Some Communist party ideo­ 
logists have warned against a 
growth of “ private ownership 
individualism ” ,apparently wor­ 
ried about what Russians on 
wheels w ill nTean for the “ new 
Soviet man” supposedly being 
molded here. 
However, 
the 
leadership has apparently de­ 
cided to make the car a symbol 
of efforts to meet long-frustrat­ 
ed consumer demands. 
The 
Soviets 
are 
worried 
about 
pollution, traffic con­ 
gestion, rising accident rates 
and the host of other ills that 
come with cars. But they are 
still at an early stage since the 
road to genuine mass auto own­ 
ership on a Western scale is 
blocked by shortage of cars.

Jam es G. Richardson, a star 
of “ S ierra” on the NBC Televi­ 
sion Network (channels 6 and 17 
from 8 to 9 p.m . Thursday s), 
couldn’t care less about park 
rangers a few m onths ago. 
However, since spending the 
past eight weeks with National 
P ark Service rangers and por­ 
tray ing one in the series, Rich­ 
ardson has become knowledge­ 
able about the national p ark s— 
knowledgeable and angry . 
“ If y ou could see what the av­ 
erage Am erican does to his na­ 
tional parks, y ou’d want to kick 
som e tails,” say s Richardson, 
who portray s ranger Tim C as­ 
sidy in the series, filmed on lo­ 
cation in Yosem ite National 
Park 


“Each visitor seem s to think 
that he’s special. He thinks it’ll 
be okay if he sets up a cam p in a 
restricted area, or it’ll be okay 
if he w ashes his hair in the riv­ 
er, or it’ll be okay if he cuts off 
one little, tiny tree lim b’ to 
m ake a cam p fire—but they 
don't stop and think that there 
are thousands upon thousands 
of people who think the sam e 
way . As a result, y ou have pol­ 
luted stream s, sm ashed grass 
and undergrowth, and m ortally 
injured tre e s.” 


Richardson has heard tour­ 
ists com plain to rangers about 
the fact that they can’t catch a 
bunch of fish in a certain river 
or stream —without stopping to 
think of the thousands of tour­ 
ists who have been fishing those 
w aters before them . 
‘T hey want to know why the 
rangers haven’t stocked the 
river with m ore fish. The an­ 
sw er is that the rangers don’t 
do a thing to change the park. 
Their m ain job is to keep the 
parks ex actly the sam e as na­ 
ture wants them . 
“Rangers have learned that 
y ou can’t mess with nature 
without strange results. Years 
ago Yellowstone decided to kill 
off some predators that were 
killing elk. Soon they found that 
they were swarming in e lk - 
starving elk!” 


Richardson urges park visi­ 
tors to “Look, but don’t touch.” 
“If every visitor who ad­ 
mired the beauty of Yosemite’s 
wild flowers decided to pick 
‘just a few,’ before long there 
wouldn’t be any left,” 
He admits that in his y ears of 
backpacking trips into parks he 
avoided rangers whenever pos­ 
sible. 
“ I had q uite long hair in those 
day s, and when y our hair is 
long y ou get a little paranoid 
about m en in uniform . Now that 
I’ve m et and worked with these 
men I laugh at my worry . Most 
of them have hair longer than 
mine, and they are far m ore 
than just cops. They want peo­ 
ple to com e to their parks and 
enjoy them —but don’t ask them 
to change any thing. They like it 
just the way God m ade it. 
“I have learned to admire 
and respect these men and 
women. Being a National Park 
Service ranger is an ex tremely 
satisfy ing way of life. That’s 
ex actly what I’d want to do if I 
ever gave up acting.”

in documentary special 


Why animals behave in the 
manner in which they do is a 
fascinating question. Is it in­ 
stinct? Is it intelligence? These 
questions present a challenge to 
the scientific naturalist. 
The scientific study of animal 
beha\ior, often in the wild, is 
called ethology , and “The N a­ 
tional G eographic S p ecial," 
“The Mystery of Animal Be- 
ha\ior," to be presented on 
Channel 9 Sunday at 5:30 p.m., 
an ethologist’s capsulized world 
tour. 
In it, award-winning natural- 
ist-photographer Heinz Siel- 
mann tra vds all over the worid 
in his quest for new knowledge 
of animal behavior, capturing 
rare footage of biitte, fish and 
animals in their home territory. 
Sielmann has b « n described 
as the ‘Nvorld’s most patient 
m an," a title which he tnily de­ 
serves. He has spent many a 
patient hour not moving a m us­ 
cle behind specially built blinds 
observing the behavior of ani­ 
mals. 
Charies Darwin’s theory that 
tests of strength aid the natural 
selection process whereby the 
fittest continue the species, is 
demonstrated in filmed battles 
betw een m ales. B irds and 
chickens duel to establish a 
power structure, called the 
pecking order. Sudi duels for 
dominance are sddom fatal, 
even among animals with lethal 
weapons such as bighorn sheep. 
When all the butting and crash­ 
ing proves which is the better 
ram , he claims tc^ rock and a 
harem of ewes. The loser gets 
nothing but a headache. 
Also, dOTiinant males oft« i 
save the herd when danger 
threatens. Bull musk oxen, fcM* 
example, charge into a pack <rf 
A rctic w olves * whHe other 


adults form a wall of h(MTis 
around the calves. 
In nature, no anim al is alone. 
Each fish, insect, bird or m am ­ 
mal shares an envinmment 
with other creatures. It has 
friends and enemies. It com ­ 
petes and cooperates. Over the 
sweep of time, behaviw pat­ 
terns help it cope with and 
adapt to its world. 
"The Mystery of Animal Be­ 
havior" probes the intriguing 
question of how each creature 
knows what to do. How does a 
bird know what sort of nest to 
build, what scmg to sing, how to 
be its own kind of bird and no 
oth er? 
Some 
behavior 
is 
learned from the group; some 


is due to instinct. 
In order to learn the answer 
to some of these problems, pho­ 
tographer Sielmann often goes 
to extremes in physical discom­ 
fort and patience. To film a 
rare black woodpecker feeding 
her young 50 feet up in a hollow 
tree, Sielmann builds a high 
Wind, carves a window in the 
tree and bum s candles to ac­ 
custom the mother bird to 
lights. 
To show a social structure 
based on tyranny by dominant 
male baboons, in Kenya Siel­ 
mann sets a stuffed leopard as 
a decoy (the leopard being a 
babowi’s natural enemy), ^ d 
records the baboon’s reaction.

end of th e spending of money ’,” observ ed th e 
senator. 
Knu epfer described h is colleagu e as one of 
th e two ex perts on edu cation in th e Senate. 
He credited Sen. Sh apiro with being in­ 
stru mental in getting th e new formu la for 
state aid to local sch ools wh ich , h e reminded 
h is au dience, increased state fu nding of local 
sch ool costs, taking some pressu re off real es­ 
tate tax es for su pporting local edu cation. 
Sen. Knu epfer said th e new fu nding for­ 
mu la h as been in effect for 1% y ears, bu t said 
“Th is y ear, wh en th e time came to fu nd th e 
formu la, Gov . Daniel Walker balked and h e 
and th e legislatu re locked h orns and th e Gen­ 
eral Assembly won.” 
Th e Elmh u rst Repu blican also noted Sen. 
Sh apiro is considered an ex pert on pension 
and is ch airman of th e Senate’s Pension Com­ 
mission. 
Th e su bu rban indu strialist pointed ou t pri­ 
v ate pension plans organized by priv ate em­ 
ploy ers for th eir employ es, actu ally pu t th e 
agreed contribu tions into a fu nd and wh en an 
employ e retires, th e money to pay h is pension 
is in th e pension fu nd. 
Th is is not so with Social Secu rity , Sen. 
Knu epfer adv ised. 
“Employ es and employ ers contribu te to 
th e Social Secu rity fu nd bu t th ere is not one 
red cent of y ou r money th ere, all h as been 
spent on somebody else wh o h as already re­ 
tired. 
“Under Social Secu rity , wh en y ou retire, 
y ou h ope someone keeps on working to pu t in 
fu nds to pay for y ou r retirement,” asserted th e 
speaker. 
He reported th e state of Illinois is h alfway 
between th e two ex amples discu ssed in fu nd­ 


ing its pension for teach ers and state em­ 
ploy es. 
“Walker th e candidate called th is a sin and 
pledged to correct th e problem,” recalled 
Knu epfer. 
“Wh en h e became gov ernor h e fou nd th ere 
was not mu ch political mileage to be ach iev ed 
by fu lly fu nding state pension plans,” assert­ 
ed th e legislator. 
He said th e gov ernor now say s Social Se­ 
cu rity works “pretty well” so th ere is no need 
to fu lly fu nd th e state pensions. 
Sen. Knu epfer adv ised th e state only h as 30 
per cent of th e money wh ich is su pposed to be 
in th e state pension fu nd and most of wh at is 
th ere came for teach ers and state employ es, 
not from th e state. 
Th e senator said Sh apiro, as h ead of th e 
Pension Commission, is try ing to get th e plan 
fu lly fu nded. 
Knu epfer rev ealed th e state pension fu nd 
lacked $2 billion from being properly fu nded 
He promised th e legislatu re wou ld try to 
ov erride th e gov ernor’s v eto of a bill wh ich 
wou ld h av e started to correct th is problem. 
“Many politicians are like grassh oppers, 
liv ing from day to day and willing to let th ose 
wh o su cceed th em solv e th e problems facing 
th em,” ex claimed th e Elmh u rst senator. 
He said senators like Sh apiro are needed to 
“balance wants of constitu ents with long­ 
term real needs of th e people.” 
Following th e senator’s speech , J. Herbert 
Henning, ch airman, Lee Cou nty Repu blican 
Central Committee, told th e listeners, “Th e 
biggest problem Lee Cou nty h as is to get ou t 
th e v ote and we can u se y ou r h elp.”

The residents of this area will 
not receive the historic Good 
Turn Day bag this year, but will 
be asked to use available groc­ 
ery and fibre bags and paste­ 
board cartons.

Oct. 16 is National School 
Lunch Day. There will be 27 
million school children eating a 
balanced menu. It, like all ^ e 
other meals served to students, 
is nutritious and satisfying. 
The government requirement 
for a Type A lunch consists of 
two ounces of meat, cheese or 
one egg or a half-cup cooked 
dry b^ ns or peas or four table­ 
spoons peanut butter or any 
combination thereof ; three- 
fourths cup fruit or vegetable or 
both; a half-pint of milk; one 
slice bread or bun and two tea­ 
spoons butter or margarine. 
The food is prepared at Dixon 
High School and sent to grade 
schools daily. Enough food is 
prepared to serve between 1,600 
and 1,700 people a day. This 
consists of type A lunches, 
snack bar food, and sack lunch­ 
es. 
Cafeteria workers try to 
make the lunch program more 
than just preparing food and 
serving it. They try to link nu­ 
trition education with school 
food service. Workers know 
proper nutrition gives healthier 
bodies and more alert minds. 
Food is the input to nutrition, 
and the most significant output 
of balanced nutrition is long- 
range health. A better nutri­ 
tional status could mean a 20-25 
per cent reduction to heart dis­ 
ease, 10 per cent reduction in 
mental health problems, three 
million fewer children with 
brain defects, and 80 per cent 
reduction in obesity. There is a 
strong indication that nutrition­ 
al factors contribute signifi­ 
cantly to depressed intellectual 
levels and learning failure.

Moreover, an adequate state of 
nutrition is necessary for good 
attention and for appropriate 
responsiveness to the environ­ 
ment.

In food service, it is impor­ 
tant for cafeteria workers to 
prepare the food. This gives the 
food a personal touch, not an 
assembly-line feeling. With a 
few exceptions, the workers 
prepare the entrees and do all 
the baking.

SP RIN G F IE L D , lU. (A P) - 
'Ihe big spenders aren’t giving 
as much money as usual to po­ 
litical candidates this year, the 
money managers of major po­ 
litical candidates say. 
But at the same time, the 
number of persons who cwitrib- 
ute small amounts — up to $25 
— has increased, according to 
the treasurers of fund-raising 
committees. 
In most cases, this means 
campaigns will be run with less 
money than in the past al­ 
though more people will con­ 
tribute. 
Some 01 the reasons given lor 
the changes: 
—The statewide races for 
U S . Senate and state treasurer 
jire dull and involve Democrat­ 


ic incumbents who according to 
most polls hold commanding 
leads. 
—Some people are turned off 
by politics after watchii^ what 
those woking for a presidential 
election campaign will do with 
the money, as in Watergate. 
—The federal ban on corpo­ 
rate contributions to political 
campaigns has made execu­ 
tives reluctant to use corporate 
funds for state races, although 
in many cases this is legal. 
—The economic situation is 
making frozen vegetables and 
cartons of milk more valuable 
packages than politicians, 
—A new state disclosure law 
has brought a blush of shyness 
to many a cimtributor’s cheek. 
Two years ago. Republican 
Sen. Charles H.^ Percy spent 
more than $1.5 million, accord­ 


ing to his money raisers, to 
crush Democrat Roman Pu- 
cinski, who says 
he 
spent 
$312,000. Percy retained his 
Senate seat with 2.9 million 
votes compared with Pucinski’s 
1.7 million. 
'This year. Sen. Adlai Steven­ 
son’s money men say he will 
spend $500,000, approximately 
$150,000 more than the treasur­ 
er for Republican George Bur­ 
ditt expects to collect 
and 
spend. 
Througt the latest reporting 
period of Sej^ . 1, Stevenson col­ 
lected $333,008.68 this year and 
spent $310,868.73 while Burditt 
collected $207,486.22 and spent 
$198,801.37 in Uie same period. 
“ It’s been the worst year I ’ve 
ever seen for collecting mon­ 
ey,’’ said Milt Fisher, who 
started in political mcmey-gath- 


ering with Stevenson’s father, 
who ran for the presidency dur­ 
ing the 1950b . 
“The big problem is the econ-

omy. The effects seem to go all 
up and down the spectrum 
from blue-collar workers to 
businessmen to people with 


money in the stock market,’’ he 
said. 
The average contribution to 
the Stevenson campaign this 
year will be about $17, Fisher 
said, compared with a $40 aver­ 
age four years ago when Ste­ 
venson spent ^ 70,000 to win the 
Senate seat. 
Tliomas Morsch, treasurer 
for Burditt, said his candidate 
has received “ good across-the- 
board support’’ although the 
size of the contributicms on the 
average has been smaller than 
normal. 
But he says it isn’t the econo­ 
my that is the main obstacle 
thwarting the fund-raising ef­ 
forts — it’s voter apathy. 
“ People have plenty of mon­ 
ey to spend on things that are 
important to them. Politics is 
lower on their 
value»« 


than other things,’’ he said. 
In a more-controversial race, 
incumbent Republican Samuel 
Young and Democrat Abner 
Mikva plan to spend just about 
the same amount as they did 
when Young took M ikva’s seat 
in Congress two years ago. 
“ We’re not having much diffi­ 
culty getting contributions, and 
about half of them are giving 
for their first time,’’ said one 
Mikva money-rai^ r. 
“ We have fewer people giv­ 
ing $1,000 and $2,000 and more

amounts,’’ said one of Young’s 
top money men. 
Through Sept. 1, Mikva re­ 
ported contributicms of $129,668 
and spendings of $128,763, while 
Young collected $110,430 and 
spent $91,723. 
They each expect to spend 


between $180,000 and $200,000. 
They each say they spent $200,- 
000 last election. 
State Senate Democrats held 
their first fund-raising dinner 
as a unit last spring, raising 
between $40,000 and $50,000, ac­ 
cording to

Minority 
Leader O c il Partee, D-Chi- 
cago. 
Senate 
Republicans, 
who 
have been holding 
political 
fund-raisers for nine years as a 
unit, were unable to supply fig­ 
ures, but said ccHitributions are 
totalling quite a bit more than 
last year. 
“ 1 think the economy and the

Chartres Cathedral (F ra n c e ) 


One of the most magnificent and venerated 
examples of the Golden Age of Gothic architecture 
(the first half of the 13th century) is the Cathedral of 
Chartres. Begun in 1194 when the old timber-roofed 
cathedral was destroyed by fire — leaving only the 
facade, bell tower and main doorway — the new 
building was dedicated in 1260 It was the first of the 
great three-story interiors and, too. was the 
forerunner in the use of flying buttresses 


Chartres is considered to have the noblest in­ 
terior in Christendom — stemming from what experts 
define as unparalleled grace and beauty. The 
sculptural work, in its entirety, reveals incomparable 
distinction, simplicity and purity of artistic purpose 
The central bay of the north or Royal Portal — 
executed 1140 to 1160 — depicts Christ enthroned, 
judging mankind, and is probably the greatest 
remaining example of Gothic sculpture The 160 
thirteenth century stained glass windows, in their 
aggregate, disclose an almost overwhelming level of 
perfection. These windows have an extraordinary 
life of their own in the changing light and weather 
conditions — their blue color, particularly admired, 
has not been imitated in modem times 


Impressive in dimensions: 423 feet long, 105 
feet wide (the transept is 150 feet wide) and 120 feet 
high at the nave crown, Chartres majestic spires soar 
to 375 feet (north — one of the most admired of church 
towers in Europe) and 350 feet (south). 


As unique as it is, however, in its approach to 
perfection, this cathedral has an unsurpassed in­ 
spiration in the dedication of its builders . . . . Huge 
crowds of workers, from royalty to 
peasant, jammed the roads to the city, 
dragging huge tree trunks, great beams 
and grey Be rc he res stone; a city of 
tents mushroomed around Chartres; 
cnpples and the sick came along to pray 
for the workers Throughout the sixty- 
six years of the building project a spirit 
of sacrifice and penance prevailed But 
the strongest motivation of all was the 
honor of laboring on their splendid new 
cathedral.

6 and edged La Salle-Peru 22-6. Th e 
Golden Warriors are 4-1 overall, scor­ 
ing 119 points to 61 for th e opposition. 
Dixon, on th e oth er h and, h as accounted 
for its only two wins in th e NCIC, along 
with th ree non-conference losses. 
Th e Dukes put 42 points on th e board 
versus Ottawa and more th an doubled 
th eir season’s production to 82. Dixon 
h a^ allowed 106. 
Sterling is led by th e running of 
sof^omore back Rod Anderson, wh o 
h ap rush ed for 739 y ards in 108 carries 
so'far th is season. Anderson, a 5’11” 
and 180 pounds fullback, h as crossed 
th # goal line eigh t times, with a pair of 
touch downs versus Newman and Rock 
F{Jls plus th ree against Kewanee. 
Th e runs h ave ranged from sh ort

Th ousands of empty seats 
can be marked off to no-sh ows 
— people wh o h ave bough t tick­ 
ets and preferred to watch th e 
action on television. Th is is th e 
result of Congress’ action in 
forbidding TV blackouts in 
areas wh ere games are fully 
sold. 
Th ere h ave been 200,000 no- 
sh ows so far in th is y oung 
campaign. 
But a cross-country sampling 
of fan sentiment sh owed th ere 


is more to th e attendance 
slump th an a ch ange in social 
h abits. Some of th e sport’s 
most avid followers say th ey 
h ave been turned off by th e 
bickering between owners and 
play ers, th e WFL raids and a 
noticeable decline in th e spirit 
of th e game. 
Complacency h as infected 
some of th e NFL’s normally 
dominant powers and produced 
an early wave of upsets. Such 
perennial winners as th e Super 
Bowl ch ampion Miami Dol­ 
ph ins, Dallas Cowboy s, Los An­ 
geles Rams and Oakland Raid­ 
ers h ave been victims of early 
season sh ocks. 
Nick Skorich , coach of th e 
Cleveland Browns, 1-3, put it ‘ 
most bluntly : 
“1 don’t blame th e fans for 
th eir criticism. We definitely 
are not play ing like profes­ 
sionals. Th e quality of football 
isn’t up to professional stand­ 
ards th is y ear.’’ 
Joe Robbie, president of th e 
Miami Dolph ins, said, “Fans 
regard

play ers 
as 
h eroes. Wh en th ey see th eir 
h eroes involved in strikes and 
jumps to rival leagues, th ey get 
fed up.’’ 
Th e NFL, acknowledging th at 
th e strike left a bad taste in th e 
mouth s of its customers, is dis­ 
inclined to push th e panic but­ 
ton. Th e league h eadquarters 
wish es to delay an appraisal of 
trends. 
Over-all attendance th rough 
th e first 52 games h as been 2,- 
806,267 compared with 2,964,491 
in 1973—a drop of about 4,000 
per game. 
Equally as alarming h as been 
th e sh arp dropoff in season 
ticket sales — th e bread and 
butter of every team’s oper­ 
ation. Miami’s season ticket 
sales dropped 9,000 and th e Gi­ 
ants 18,000 from last season. 
Th e major disappointment 
h as been at Houston, th e Oilers 
play ing before crowds of 25,000 
to 30,000 in th eir first th ree 
games. 
Th e Rams’ h old on th eir foot­ 
ball public was reflected in 
comment gleaned from th e 
crowd of 64,987 wh o watch ed 
Los Angeles beat th e Detroit 
Lions 15-13 in th e 92,000-seat 
Coliseum. 
“I don’t th ink th e game is 
less popular. I love th e game,’’ 
said Louie Rubio of Carson, Ca­ 
lif. Rick Bettencourt said, “I 
dwi’t th ink th e economic situ­ 
ation will keep me from going 
to see th e Rams. It’s someth ing 
y ou enjoy .’’

Yo ur so n must no t hav e 
been belo w the no rmal rang e in 
heig ht at 18 if he g rew fo ur 
mo re inches and ended up at six 
feet three. There are a lo t o f 
no rmal peo ple who nev er pass 
the fiv e-fo o t-nine lev el. 
Gro wth usually sto ps, o r 
nearly so , when the lo ng bo nes 
in the leg s calcify . There is a 
zo ne o f cartilag e near the end o f 
the bo nes which g ro ws and 
g ro ws until then When the usu­ 
al endo crine sequence o ccurs 
and male o r female ho rmo ne is 
fo rmed in sufficient amo unts, 
o r ex tra amo unts are g iv en ar­ 
tificially , these areas calcify 
and g ro wth sto ps. 
The ag e that this o ccurs v ar­ 
ies. A late blo o mer may still be 
g ro wing in the early 2 0s. Ho w­ 
ev er, fo r abno rmally sho rt peo ­ 
ple o ne sho uldn’t wait bey o nd 
the ag e o f 16 to see if they need 
so me g ro wth ho rmo ne.

Do cto rs do it, to o A 
g o o d ex ample is the treatment 
o f a co mmo n co ld. Penicillin 
has no effect at all o n v iruses, 
but if the do cto r g iv es the pa­ 
tient a sho t o f penicillin and the 
patient’s co ld ends so o n, the pa­ 
tient, and so metimes the do c­ 
to r, thinks the penicillin did the 
trick The truth is the patient 
wo uld hav e g o tten well any way . 
We see this o v er and o v er A 
perso n takes a v itamin pill fo r 
so me illness and reco v ers. He 
credits the v itamin The illness 
may , by its o wn nature, hav e 
been limited to a three-o r fo ur 
day illness. Many lo ng term 
diso rders likewise hav e remis 
sio ns. Yo u co uld be taking flo ur 
pills and hav e a remissio n and 
that wo uld be wro ng ly inter 
preted by faulty lo g ic as pro v 
ing that the illnc^ss is help^ by 
flo ur pills And so , we hear o f 
arthritis being cur» *d, when we 
kno w it is no t, by v itamins Thin 
IS why testimo nials in medicine 
are just plain wo rthless The 
best they do is to sug g est an 
area fo r useful and pro per in 
v estig atio n They pro v e no th 
ing 
This same pro blem o f failure 
to use g o o d lo g ic also causes 
pro blems in many aspects o f 
o ur daily liv es. Yo u can’t as 
sume that betrause there wa.s a 
hurricane in Flo rida and a po w 
er failure in New Yo rk that the 
hurricane blew o ut the lig ht.s 
When peo ple learn to appre 
ciate thi.« fact o f lo g ic they will 
be less likely to be v ictimized 
by a ho st o f near-fraudulent 
health fads and by many o ther 
wild claims made in all secto rs 
o f o ur mo dern life Do n’t be g ul 
lible, be lo g ical
